English Mail Summary. 

The Activo brings us London dates 
to the 30th May : Politics in England 
have boon iu complete abeyance, tho 
Ministers, witb tho exception of Mr. 
W. E.Fostor, making holyday during 
the WbitFUntido rooess. The North 
Norfolk election inquiry was concluded 
on tho 29th. Mr. Justice Blackburn de- 
clared tbo sitting momborH, Hon. F. 
Walpolo and Sir E. Imcon, duly elected, 
and condemned tho petitioner in oasts 
Mr. W. E. Forster, in a speech to hip 
constituents at Bradford, strongly ro- 
sentod.tho demands made upon Great 
Britain by Mr. Sumner in tbo United 
States Senate, and declared that, al- 
though be had ever been a fervent 
partisan of the cause of the Northern 
States, he could not admit the justice 
of tho charges now made against Great 
Britain The investigation of the 
charges made against tbo Secretary 
and lato Directors of the English Joint- 
S ock Bank has brought to light some 
strange transactions, of which, how- 
evor, tho Directors do not appear to 
have boen cognizant. Mr.' Peitr Con- 
niDgham, tho well-known antiquarian 
writer, is dead. Tbo Rov. Mr. Spcko, 
whose sudden disappearance caused 
much excitement a short time since, has 
juet married. Tho episode of tho 
Mayoraltyof Cork has been closed by 
the oleoiion oi Mr: Hegarty, a Moderate 
Liberal: Several of the persons wound" 
edin tho late riot near Traloo are in 
a dangerous condition. Threatening 
notices to landlords are said to bo ol 
continual occurrence in Tipperary. A 
Bombay telegram informs us thai 
Shere Ali is preparing to attack Tuskis- 
tan, aud thero aro rumours of tho on- 
ward movements of Russian troops. 
The police in London havo now to a 
great extent adopted moustaches and 
beard, the compulsory ui-c of tho razor 
having been abolished by the new Com- 
missioner. Street assaults and rob- 
beries still continue to be very frequout 
in the metropolis! A subscription has 
been commenced to provido an annuity 
for Mr; G.' Hudson, the once Railway 
King, who is now in great poverty. 
Tho Manchester Guardian says : Tbe exodus 
of work pe pie from Preston is expected to 
be on a mod extensive scuta when the ar- 
rangement* whicb are to be submitted lo 
the pnblic meetiog in Puston to-nij>ht 
IMaf 28tb"l are oomploted lor gr»niiDg tree 
or assisted passages for cotton operative*-. 
Thia desire to emigrate reBuhsi, as the operu- 
titei themselves espress it, trora a Grin coc- 
viotion tout the late reduction in that town 
io tbe rate of wages arcse, not bo muub. Irom 
a depressed and uoremuctrutive ttate ot the 
market as from an inclination on the port 
of tbe masters Mo punish the workman;' 
and tbey having pioctioally lailed to uet an 
even-bai ded adjustment of iheir cleims by 
reBortiDgto the imperative and devastating 
arbitrations of a strike, ossert that uoUiiuk 
will oow ameliorate their present distressed 
condition but ssome great scheme of free emi- 
gration io the West. Tbey say that nearly 
one-half ot the operative weavers in the town 
would, if tree passages could bo got, at onee 
leave Predion for the labor markets ol America. 
The Manchester Examiner states that Messrs 
Wallace and Murmy, manufacturers of Ulae- 
oow have suspended with debtB and liabili- 
ties 'ol £12 00U to 15,000. Men- 's Carter and 
tibthwaite MaccbtBier warehousomen, have 
also sucoomhed, but their liabilities are al- 
leged to be small. Mr Shacltleton Smith, o 
Butt- M II UomerFall.hiis o: bed a meit ng ol 
hia creduorp. Mes»ra Hutton & CO., ot Bm'- 
ey Hall Mills HalHax, woolU'ii uianofaciu- 
turere, have made an assi^nmeni. Tbe Bir- 
mijebam Post says it is feared that tbe es- 
tate ol Me-sre Hallam Madge & Co., tin 
plate workers, of Morris-own, near Swansea, 
is likely to be thrown into bankruptcy, owing 
to tbo necessit" to decide some listened pre- 
ferential claims. The total liabilities leach 
£100,000 of whicb about £-40,000 are report- 
ted to be secured. 

For pure, unadulterated impudence 
and self conceit, commend us to our mora* 
iug cotemporury. A throe-months' con- 
vert to tho cause of Free Trade, he al- 
ready arrogates to himself the title ot 
leader of the party, and proceeds to read 
out of the organization any one who dis- 
putes his right to tbe title, or ventures to 
suggest that hb should furnish some n.oro 
tangible proof of his sincerity than mero 
words will convoy. Here is a paper 
that for years has striven with all the en- 
orgy of tooth and nail against Freo Tort 
and Victoria's best interests, claiming 
tho right to speak and act for Victoria 
in nllthin-s. It is not enough that a 
man may have been a lifelong Free Tra- 
der, incurred sacrifice? ns such, und advo- 
cated in opposition to our cotemporury 
tho very principles ho now professes so 
much anxiety to uphold— should ho 
refuse to bow down and blindly worship 
this modern Moloch, ho is denounced as 
an enomy to Free Trade and his country. 
As Squeers would say, "here's richness.'' 
Should you attack tho Columbian, re- 
momber, it is not the Columbian you at- 
tack: It is the concentrated essence of 
Freo Port, done up in rather dingy look, 
ing shop paper and retailed in homeopa- 
thic doses at the rate of two bits u week. 
"When Augustus wished to rid himself of 
an enemy ho took care to do it not in 
his own name but in that ol tho Roman 
people. lie thus engaged tho world ns a 
partisan in his quarrel, and dignified his 
private hate by giving it the air of patri- 
otism. So with our cotemporury ; whou 



brought to book for inconsistency, hypo- 
crisy and double dealing, he seeks to mako 
tho Free TraderB believe that it is tfieij 
and not himself who are insulted, while 
he nobly opposes r his back to the stripes 
iutended for them. But, though martyr-, 
dom may have paid at the late capital, 
it will not be found a profitablo invest- 
ment hero, if we may judge from tho re- 
marks indulged in towards tho paper thus 
courting immolation at tho public expeuse. 
Our cotemporury may carry a blacksmith's 
hollows about in his bosom aud "heave 
deep sighs'' without stint. Ho may oven 
divest a certain fragrant vegetnblo of its 
outer covering and deal in crocodile tears 
at the rate of "forty buckets for one dol« 
lar," but he will soon Dnd to his cost that 
Victorians ask no man to play the role of 
martyr for tf.em. A word or two as to 
Confederation — In his discussion of the 
Freo Port question our extemporary 
sinks the groat principle of Confederal 
tion entirely. He says that Confedera- 
tion without Free Port will never answer. 
Why does ho say this? Because he 
seeks to betray tho mercantilo class into 
taking their affairs out of their own hands 
and entrusting them to "feckless" politic 
cians from whom there will be no rescue, 
and who would Confederate them at any 
cost. That ho will fail in this attempt, 
wo are certain. Tho merchants have had 
enough of professional politicians and 
middlemen, and intend to manage their 
little matter of Confederation and Freo 
Port themselves and in their own way.

Editor Briti?!! Colonist : — May I ask 
for a Bmall space in your paper in which to 
mako some comments on the 1 3th clause of 
the ''Land Ortiinanco, 18b9 ?" 

"13. Tho person desiring to acquire any 
particular plot of land of the character 
aforesaid shall btjore entering into possession 
thereof obtuin from the Stipendiary Magis- 
trate ol tbe d, atnot porumsiou to enter on 
and pre-empt ceitiio laods to be specified in 
writing by tbe applicant.'' [Tbo itilios are 
my own.] 

It is ditficalt to see any good reason lor 
the roundabout process thus entailed on tnoee 
desirous of pm-empling lapd. If a Msgis- 
trnte cunuot refuse to record a pre-emption 
claim tbe cl'inse is silly, useless, and in many 
cases most vexatioae. Ir, on the oiher hand, 
tho Magistrate be supposed to exercise hia 
discretion as to whether be will allow a prt- 
emption, ho nets judicially outside of court 
and in an ex parte manner. 

I oan cooceive no sensible reoBOn why an 
intending settler should not make his record 

as a matter of right and at hia nan ritk. 

The mere fact of recording a pre-emption 
claim gives no title, and surely open oourt in 
the proper place to settle any dispute whicb 
raoy arise. Witn reference to mining it is 
uot necessary to obtain the Gold Commie, 
cincei's permission to record a claim. The 
miner records any ground he likes and runs 
his own riek whether or Hot he can brdd it. 
Should a dispute arise the matter is settled 
io Court. This process is Bimple aDd Bni» 
luctory, and why the sume ruls should not 
upply to tho recording of land is more than 
many besides mysell can understand. 

1 huvo not beard of a Magistrate refusing 
pcrmiision to pie-empt; uud in cases wham 
the Inod sought to be acquired i, io ihe 
vit initv of the headquarters of a district the 
ii.tendiog pre-emptur ii Dot put to much in» 
co* yenicucp, und the clause in question only 
tive? rise to a little red-tapeisin which pro- 
bably rai.'hl be considered harmless. lo 
many iustnoces, however, such is not the re- 
sult: allow me lo state a hj no means im- 
probable case : A woohi-be settler sees a 
piece of unoccupied land in the viciuity of 
Soda Creek which he wishes to record; be 
bus to go or send over one hundred and 
nevenly miles to LiUooet, the headquarters 
of the district, to obtain permission to pre- 
empt ; after obtuining tl is permission (as- 
Huming that such will be grunted) be is then, 
and not till then, at liberty to set bis Btako» 
und eoter into possession of the land ; he bun 
then either to go or send a second time to 
Lillooet to make his record, pay tbe fees and 
receive Irom tbe Magistrate "'the Record 
Certificate." Without doubt this is (to use 
ihe very mildest word) a circuitous wuy ul 
doing that which might, and ought to, be 
made us simple bb possible. During a 
Magistrate's at saoce from his disirict (a by 
no moans udikely ocourrence ''uring tho 
wintei) I am at a loss lo understand how 
land can be taken up at all ; tbe Act does 
ntt nppoar to give the Magistrate power to 
tranter bis authority at to giving permission 
to record land to the officer who may be left 
in charge. 

I have heard one and only one reason adi 
vane.ed n» an excuso lor tho clause alluded 
to :— that it was framed with the view of pre- 
venting the recording of reserved lands. It 
can, I think, be easily proven that this reason, 
perhaps it is not the truo one, should havo 
hud no weight with tho makers of tho !stv. 
Tho Government Gazelle, in which reserves 
aro advertised, is seut to the Magistrates, and 
in tho event of a person wishing to record 
land which had been reeerved, nodiiog oould 
bo eusier than laitilorm him that suob land 
camo within tho limils of n Government 
reservation. If after such warning the re- 
cord was iueistod on, tho more fool he who 
so insisted. It is most improbable that this 
would oltan-happen, but if after being cau- 
tioned a perBon was lound to be anxious 10 
make the Government a present of oight 
shillings and lour pence, bj all means let him 
do so. 

In u fow words that which I wish to sng- 
gost is this : Tho principle is mischievous 
in theory aud iuconveniont in praet.ee.

— L'ppin- 
cott'a Journal, a New York paper, relates the 
following : — " a story is told of Ltdy Boa 
conafiold'j devotion to her lord and his am- 
bition, whicb, if truo, is a touching commen- 
tary on '.he uuselfishness of womanly affec« 
tioD. Oo ooe occasion, when when Disraeli 
waa Chancellor of the Exohequur, bio w ! lu 
accompanied him to tho Parliament Hnuee. 
It was ''Budget' nigbt — tho most moment um 
night of ibe session to tho Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, for ho had to unfold his financial 
plans lor the ensuing year to a critical and 
not too easily saii'fied House. Disraeli, us 
he took his place in the carriage, wus wholly 
wrapt up in his subjeot and bis figures. It 
waB a criiis in his caroer. ll he f.>ilad Ibis 
uighibo might woll take Wolaoy's advice to 
Cromwell, 'Fling away ambiiiou I' His wife 
entered the carriogo after bun softly, so as 
not to disturb the thinker. In getting iu 
however, her fingor was onught by tbe do ir 
whioh shutting upon it, jammed it torribly 
and bold it so fust that sho could not with- 
draw ii. She uttored no cry, made no move- 
mont ; her pain and agony must have boon 
intunao. There was the finger crushed be- 
tween the panels , to speak or evon to endea- 
vor to withdraw it would disturb her lord 
— would drive the figures and arguments Irom 
his head. So there Ftayed the finger, every 
moment becoming more painful, until they 
reached the IIluso.

Tbe debate was opened by Mr. Gtllird, a 
rather good looking gentleman, who possiai- 
es a ileeidedly English uir, and whose /i.ic- 
cent is uamistak.ible. Mr. Gillard advanced 
to the Iruut uuiid a siorm ol minglod ap- 
plause and liiese.", and proceeded to read 
from u large rill ol mauusoript, It was evid- 
eit that the majority of tho auttiotice hud noi 
the slightest ictontion of giviug me oppo- 
nent of Mr. Train a hearing. I he reading 
proceeded at iniervsl*, tbe intervening t me 
oeiug filled up wi.b 6houts, yells, biases, cat- 
calls, cheeis, deiisive cries Irom indignant 
Fenians, und counter cries ol encouragement 
from patriotic Btitoi.s. The gentleman hud 
scarcely fit.isbed a pugu bef ro '"limo" was 
called, and he tool; his sit>t. Whnl be said 
«hilo on the st'tge it is impossible io report. 
We cannot do the subject justice. 

The great "slut" aclor now danced nimbly 
forward and commenced to repeat tho lec- 
ture whioh he has delivered seventeen times 
in San Fraucieci .

He would try Train's luetics with ibe audi- 
enoo, Stepping hack several pi e s, bo rapid- 
ly strode to tbe front, and whilu »u expret- 
tion of cohcenlrated bitterness convulsed his 
leatures, ho stamped fiercely on the siase 
and thundered at the top ol bis voice, 
"Silence 1 I command silence! This hou o 
is mink! 1 Will bo f'eard 1" Tbe uproar tout 
etifcurd can neither be imagined norde6Ciit> 
od. Tbo expo imoot did not work. There 
is but one George Ftoocia Train and no 
feeble imitatim will auceeed.

The second and last act of the Train- 
Gillatd larec was played last evening, in the 
presence of a somewhat smaller audience 
lhan attended the evening previous. Il is 
useless to report tbe ''debate". Gillurd apo- 
logised for Engluid io tbe past, and tried to 
show that England ol the present was doing 
hatter for Ireland. John Dri^bl and the Dis- 
establishment Laws were the prinoipai 
oru'obes on which he leaned. He uho apol- 
ogized for Engluud's munner of conducting 
tho Abyssinian war, and euid that Theodoio's 
insulting proposal of marriage to Qoeon Vio- 
Iciia justified 'he commeticeunont of hostili- 
ties. Ho halted tht^uyh an evidently i 1- 
wriuen munuscript in presenting thtse poin s, 
and disgusted many who were dispoted to 
encourage him in bis first essay. Someone 
io the gullery with a strong English accent, 
add i eased him sohstuiilially ns lollows: "This 
whole thing is put up. You appear on the 
Btaue as u repretontaiivo lor England, but 
you arc fir from being anything ol tho kind. 
Vuu play oil' aguin.-t Train, and Train aguioe 
you, to make monoy. Train's a sweet duck, 
and vou're u swuet duck. There's u pair of 
you." A good many iu the uudiunco thought 
me man in the <:uileiy spok,t very nearly the 
truth. In replying to Gillurd, Train attempted 
to demolish iirighl and Gludsione,uud claimed 
that tho Feniau movement and not the (ilad- 
sione Ministry was tbe chubo ol tho Disos- 
lablishmout meusure.
